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roof, Mr Hamilton advises that the Winnipeg Paint & Glass Co; 
recommend the use of Liquid Gum instead of tar, which would 
cost 75¢ per gallon. This comes in 40 gallon barrels; and one 
gallon is sufficient to cover from 80 to 100 square feet. To 
use this gum, with 2 or 3 ply roofing, to re-roof the school 
verandah, would cost approximately $40.00. 

No quotation was obtained on the cost of the 
casting required for the washing machine, as Messrs Stanley 
Brock L'td had to write to the factory for this.

I may say that the four section wall radiator, 
shown on the 4th page of the requisition, was deleted, and 
does not figure in any of the foregoing quotations. 


It will be seen therefore, that the foregoing 
quotations considerably exceed the amounts appropriated for 
the various works as per your letter of the 4th May, with 
the exception of the furnishings for the staff rooms, which 
can be procured for $21.00 less thah the amount appropriated. 
The school Principal, Rev: R.T.Chapin states that the drag 
harrows can be eliminated, as they are not of very great 
importance for this year now. 


It is difficult to say what, if anything, 
can be deleted from the requisition in order to reduce it, 
as everything asked for is of considerable importance. However,

regarding the discharge from the tank into Crescent Lake. 
He reported that, after discussing the situation with

Sir: 


As requested by you I visited the Portage la Prairie 
Indian School in connection with compleints from the school manage~ 
ment as regards the sewace disposal system. The Principal was absent 
upon the occasion of my firet visit but at a later date I was able to 
contact him. 


As you ere aware, the sewage disposal layout et this 
echeol is quite old; there ere no drawings showing the installation and 
it appears impossible to obtein reliable date regarding whet the system 
really consists of, The School Management, during the winter of 1935-56, 
were obliged, on account of the backing up of sewage into the school, to 
excavate down to the pipes leading both into end from the septic tank, 
clean out the seme and upon numerous occasions had to clean out the 
septic tank. 


From our own observations and those of the present 
Principal of the school, it would appear thet the sewage situetion at 
the Institution is as follows: 


Roof drainage does not pass through the septic tank and is 
not drained into Crescent Lake. Laut@ry and kitchen drainage flows with 
the sewage into the septic tenkin one outlet from the school, There are 
two manholeaogiving access to this discharge line between school and 
septic tank but there is no screen in front of the septic tenk, The 
tank built of concrete is divided into two parts with a 6" opening between 
the two. Information is not available as to the size of the tank or as 
to whet ie in the syphonm portion of the chamber. A manhole gives access 
to the settling part of the tank but there is no means of access to the 
syphon chamber. I do not know whether or not « syphon was ever inetalled 
in the syphon chamber but in eny case there is now none in operation. 

I understand there ere no paffles in the settling chamber and thet in 
reality the whole tank is one chanber insofar as action is concerned. 
The syphon chamber has never been cleaned out, there being no means of 
access - it is pwobably filled with solid matter, even to the extent of 
blocking the entrance and exit from the chember, There are two outlets 
from the syphon chamber, one of which is completely blocked with solids. 
The other outlet hes 4 broken pipe joining the tank and it was blocking 
at thie outlet that created much trouble last winter, Apparently those 
two outlets unite before being discherged above the water line into 
Crescent Lake. Upon the occasion of my lest visit August 20th, to the 
school, there was & strong disagreeable odor from the Gischerce extend- 
ing even to the entranceto the school. 


fhe troubles experienced lest winter will probably sagein 
occur this coming winter unless remediel measures are underteken. The 
trouble probably lies in the blocking of the syphon chamber and the two 
outlets. Oleaning out of the syphon chember, opening up the blocked

I would suggest, a8 & temporary measure, that the 
syphon chember be cleaned out and that the two outlets de opened up 
near the tenk and be put in working condition, However, the sewage 
disposal system at this echool is obsolete end in view of the frequent 
compleinte from Portage le Prairie residents, it is advisable to 
modernize the system next sumer holidays. I would suggest thet the 
leundry ond kitchen wastes be segregated in the building end be drained 
directly past the septic tank, that a new and enlarged septic tank be 
constructed with settling basin, syphon chamber and syphon. I would 
also suggest the lowering of the outlet drain from septic tenk to lake 
so thet the outlet is at or below the weter level, 


It will probably cost $100.00 te $125.00 to carry out 
the temporary work puggested now and $1,650.00 to modernize the 
disposal system next year.

I beg to enclose herewith a report received from REVede 
Jones, Principal, Portage la Prairie Indian Residential School, 
in regard to an explosion in the water jacket of the cook stove. 
The explosion wrecked the greater part of the stove and a new 
stove is required. Windows were broken in the kitchen, but no 
onewas seriously hurt. The girl who was bruised and burnt is 
attending school gain, in fact she was not laid up. 1 asked 
Mr. JG.MacKay to dismantle the water jacket and advise me of the 
cause. A report is herewith attached from Mr. MacKay, 1 again 
interviewed Mr. Mackay this date and even yet he cannot under~ 
stand the cause of the explosion as the mass of corrosion was 
of a soft nature. The jacket has been again connected to the 
two sections of the cook stove, and I am assured that an acci-~ 
dent of the same nature cannot happen again with the new con~ 
nection. 


A new stove is required , 98 the two sections at present 
in use are not sufficient, and I enclose a cut of the stove 
furnished by the Gurney Company Limited together with their 
prices. 


As this stove is very necessary will you kindly telegraph 
instructions to Mr. Inspector Hamilton, Winnipeg. I am forwarding 
him a copy of all correspondence so that he will be familiar 
with the situation, I am asking this as I shall be away from 
the office towards the end of the current week, paying treaty.

In reply to your letter r 
127-1-5 dated October 19th, I am advised by 
Mr. Waite, the Indian Agent, that the Cadmn 
Hardware Company, Portage la Prairie, who have 
been employed to repair the flashings on the school 
roof, are not prepared to start work so late in 
the season. He points out that it is a much larger 
job than suggested by the principal. It would 
mean that a large portion of the roof would have 
to be opened to allow for the entering of the valley's 
edges, and if cold weather should come with the roof 
open, it would be impossible to heat the school. 
It would also be impossible for a man to work on 
the roof in extreme cold or stormy weather, 


He also points out that a 
large pertion of the eave troughing will have to 
be renewed and estimates that the work will cost 
at least $600.00. Mr. Waite recommends that the 
work be held over until April next year and a 
larger sum of money authorized, in order that a 
thoroughly satisfactory job may be carried out.

The matter 
will have to rest until the weather moderates, and I suggest 
it be left in obeyance until the month of March" 


On the 12th instant I received Mr. Hamilton's reply asking 
that I write the Department direct and in the meantime I 
have again seen the manager of Messrs. Cadham Hardware Co, 
in connection with a bill of materials required, and am in- 
formed that the man who made the estimate of the work was 
not permanantly in the firms employ and at present he can- 
not get in touch with him. The Manager claims that the 6s- 
timating for the material required is a lengthly job and 
dangerous at this time of the year. He advised me that he 
would do his best to locate the man who made the estimate, 
and if this is not possible, the matter would have to be 
left in obeyance until early spring. I might say that there 
is no other firm in town who would give an,estimate at this 
season of the year.

I am in reeeipt of your letter of the 19th 
instant enclosing letter dated the 18th instant from the 
principal of the Portage la Prairie Residential Sehool. 


As you are now aware, the materials for repairs 
requested in your letter of April 11 have been ordered 
from Gibb, MeCaig & Ellwood, Limited, at a cost of 
$797.63. As an amount of $2,000 was provided in the 
current year's appropriation for repairs and improvements 
at this sehool, there is still an amount of $1,202.47 
available. 


Please let me know the approximate amount thet 
would be required to pay for the services of the tinsmith. 
At the same time you should state the name and address of 
the tinemith whom you would recommend be employed. Upon 
receipt of this informetion, the question of engaging «& 
tinemith will receive immediate attention. 


I have reviewed our file, but em tnable to 
locate the Beatty tender of $154 for drinking bowls, tank 
and piping.

In reply to your letter 127-1-5 dated Pebruary 
8th, 1940, I would refer you to Mr. Gow's report which 
I forwarded with my letter 208-11 A.U.ydated Sept.4,1986. 


I was at the school yesterday and found the 
situation to be as described by Mr. Gow. The system 
operates and Mr. Jones states the tank is cleaned out each 
fall. 


In 1936, I understand, the Crescent Lake was 
used as the outlet for other sewage systems. However, 
such is not the case today as these have all been eliminated 
at considerable cost. We, apparently, are the only offenders. 


Mr. Gow closes his report by stating it will cost 
$1650.00 to modernize the disposal system. I doubt if the 
city would be satisfied with allowing any overflow to pass 
into the lake. I believe a disposal field is advocated.

residents. The lake has now been developed as a Park area 
and odours which arise from the discharge are considered 
to be objectionable. The school cannot be connected to 
the town sewerage system and the use of a disposal bed, if 
it could be operated satisfactorily during the severe 
winters which is doubtful, would involve pumping from the 
septic tank to the disposal bed. 


Mr. Gow ‘ts that the old sewer line and

Barly in 1935 we were asked to report upon the 
condition of the sewage disposal system at the above mentioned 
school, following complaints about the “iisagreeable odor coming 
from the effluent. Under date of June 29, 1955, we reported 
upon the situation and pointed out that inasmuch as the Health 
Department of Manitoba had reported that the situation was not 
detrimental to the health of the citizens of Portage la Prairie 
or such as to warrant any apprehension, we did not consider any 
alterations essential. We again reported upen the situation 
under date of Mareh 11, 1936, at the request of the Department 
of Indian Affairs, following complaints they had oe ek 
Again we reported that it was not considered yoy Ag 
any alterations or extensions. Under date of she 1986. 
we reported "a the matter, following « request at teen the 
Inspestor of Indian Agencies at Winnipeg that we examine the 
situation at the scheol, in view of the difficulty of operation 
reported by the Principal of the sehool. In this we out- 
—_o the conditions at the school and included suggestions as 

SS Sa ary work thet should be carried out and recommended 
mod sation of the system during the holiday season of 1957. 
I understand that the temporary work was partially carried out 
by the sehool management and thet there has not been undue 
operating trouble experienced since. There was no action on the 
modernization of the syste. 


It would appear as if Grescent Lake, into which 
the effluent discharges, was at one time a sweeping curve of the 
Assiniboine River that the altered course of the theer left 
@ marshy river bed encircling a large area of wooded land. The 
Parks Board of Portage la Prairie develeped this enclosed area as 
@ park and by pwap from the river maintain water in the old 
watercourse during the summer. The Indian School is outside the 
limits of the town as is also thet portion of the artifical lake 
inte which the school dise oe ite sewage.

We are enclosing a print of plan showing school 
site in relation to Grescent Lake, also the loeation of septic 
tank, cateh-basin, manholes and sewer outlets. The profile is 
based partly upon information supplied by the Sehool me 
The road between school site and lake ‘‘s" @ publie roadway 
extensively used, but is the route to the pumping plant oF th 
Town of fe Prairie. The school is over a mile ‘om % the 
town limits and the town's sewage system does not cover the four

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westerly blocks of the town, as the main trunk system is in- 
adequate to carry any additional load, the sewerage from the 
area would have to be pumped and furthermore the area is only 
sparsely occupied, Owing to the distance from the town's 
system, the fact that there is insufficient fall from sehool 

to the town's system to utilize gravity, and the excessive 
cost, it is considered impractical to connect the sewage system 
at the sehool to the Portage la Prairie sewage systen. 


Owing to the elevation at which the drains must leave 
the school and the level to which a septic tank must be con- 
structed, it will be out of the question to discharge the 
effluent to any disposal bed, except by pumping. We are 
opposed to passing kitehen and laundry wastes through a septic 
tank into # disposal bed, and our experience with tile disposal 
beds at Indian Schools, under our severe winter conditions 
prevailing here, has been such as to discourage us from 
suggesting any new installations. It is suggested, therefore, 
that the kitehen and laundry drainage at this school be seper~ 
ated from the sewage drain and passed through the existing out~ 
side drain to septic tank and thence discharged into Crescent 
Lake as at present. The present septic tank will be repaired 
and fitted with manholes for cleaning, etc. The drain to 
septic tenk will be examined, the catoh basin will be replaced 
by manhole, fitted with sereen. A new septic tank will be 
constructed of sufficient size and depth to care for the 
sewage from the school. The drain from this new tank will 
eonnect with the drain from the old septic tank and the effluent 
discharged into Crescent Lake. The second tank is considered 
advisable because of the small size of the old tank, its con- 
4ition and the desirability of separating kitehen and laundry 
wastes from the sewerage. Wo disposal bed will be provided. 


The writer had a meeting with the Parks Boera of \\ 
Portage la Prairie, the Town Engineer being present, and four 
other members - including the Chairman. At this meeting 
members were asked to state the grounds upon which they made 
complaints re the Indian School and what they wished done. 

They explained that prior to six or seven yeers ago, there 

were no complaints regarding offensive odors from the sewage 
drain at the sehool and that the septic tank cannot be operating 
properly. Asked if they would be satisfied if we built a new 
modern septic tank and red the outlet, they stated they would ~- 
if it would eliminate all offensive odors. It was then ex~- 
plained that such odors could not be entirely eliminated with- 
out the construetion of @ tile disposal field; that I was not 
prepared to recommend the construction of such a bed because 

it necessitated pumping of the effluent and we hed no assurance 
that a disposal bed could be successfully operated. It was 
pointed out to the Board that no complaint had ever been nade 
by the Municipality in whieh the school is situated, as to 
offensive odors; that the San\tary Inspeetor of the Manitobe 
Department of Health had reported that the system met their 
requirements; thet the Medical Health Officer of the Town of 
Portage le Prairie had taken frequent samples of water from the 
vicinity of the outlet from the school snd found no contamination 
and that any system of sewage disposal, regardless of cost, with 
the possible exception of a successfully operated tile disposal 
bed, was bound to have some disagreeable odors associated with 
the system.) It was explained to the Board that we were prepared 
te recommend to Ottawa that the work, as outlined above, be 
carried out this sumer and while they were not being eaked to 
approve of such measures, we wished them to know that what was 


being proposed should go far in eliminating grounds for future 
complaints --- 
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complaints regarding the sewage system at the school. The 
members of the Board seid they 414 not want to take any un- 
reasonable stand and vonsidered that if the work, as outlined, 
was eerried out, it was all that could reasonably be oxpested, 
in view of the heavy expenditures being incurred in connection 
with wer costs. 


Om the plan accompanying this letter we have shown 
in red, an outline of what work should be undertaken - this work 
being as follows:- 


(2) Seperation of laundry and kitehen drainege 
from sewage system within the sehool building. 


(2) Uneovering existing drein from building to 
septic tank, rebuil Gateh basin, repairing 
septic tank and providing manhole for cleaning, 
and also ané extending drain from 
tank to leke. 


Construction of new septic tank with 4,000 
eubie feet capacity, with menholes ther with 
dreins to end from tank, as shown on plan. 
This tenk will not be built of reinforced conerete 
= have wooden top, wodden manholes and no 
syphons. 


The separation of leundry and kitehen drainage 
from the sewage will probably involve considerable work as 
kitehen and laundry are at opposite ends of the building. It 
will probably be preferable to construct a new drein outside 
the building and connect the kitehen drainege and laundry 

to it, rather than rime £1 te lay new drain umier the 
floor the entire length of the Jding. It is realized thet 
uncovering these pipes in the building on reveal much work 
that a be done and hence the difficulty of estimating the 
cost of this part of the work. 


The gredient of the drein in the sehool is very 
flat end the same is true of the drain from the building to septic 
tank. Stoppages are of frequent oceurrenee and it may be necessary 
to inerease the cradienat outside the wy if uncovering of 
advain reveale the gredient too flet. It is difficult to aecur- 
ately estimate the cost of modernizing the old layout, dut much 
work has to be done. 


The mew tank will possibly not be fitted with syphon 
chamber and the construction will be as simple as possible with 
no reinforeed conerete being used. 


The estimated minimum cost of separating kitehen and 
peg mea | ioe 9 from « system is $250.00, The cost of 
sing sting layout is $450.00, while the cost of new 
septic tanks and connecting drains is $1,100.00. The total esti- 


mated cost is $1,800.00, so that $2,000.00 should be provided 
allow for engineering expenses and contingencies. 


Preparation of plens of septic tank will be proeeeded 
with, but as the other work depends largely upon conditiens of 
whieh little is definitely known at present, no detailed drawings 
will be prepared pricr te the work being undertaken. If the 
work —. is authorized, it should be undertaken in early 
wuly, le the pupils are away and before harvest gets under way.

Your letter of May 29, addressed to the 
peed has been passed on to me for consideration and 
reply. 


When you visited my office yesterday after- 
noon, I discussed with you the subject matter of a report, 
submitted to the Department by the District Chief Engineer, 
on the sewage disposal system at the Portage school. Mr. 
Gow, in his report, states: - 


"Owing to the elevation at which the 
drains must leave the school and the level to which 
a@ septic tank must be constructed, it would be out 
of the question to discharge the effluent to any 
disposal bed, except by pumping. ... The present 
septic tank will be repaired and fitted with man- 
holes for cleaning, etc., and a new septic tank 
will be constructed of sufficient size and depth 
to care for the sewage from the sehool. No 
disposal bed will be provided," 


Mr. Gow refers to a meeting he had with the 
Parks Board of Portage la Prairie, with the Town Encineer 
present. When asked if they would be satisfied if the 
ro vga built a new modern septic tank and lowered the 
outlet, they stated they would, if it would eliminate all 
offensive odors. I am not of course an engineer and hesitate 
to pegs judgment on this matter, but I em not at all sure 
that the members of the Parks Board would be satisfied if we 
built a new septic tank while the effluent still continued 
to be diseharged into the little lake. Mr. Gow, it would 
appear, explained to the members of the Board that this 
repair work, when completed, would not wholly eliminate the 
offensive ors. 


Mr. Gow estimates that the repair work would 
cost approximately $2,000.00, and, in view of the fact that 
his report did not reach the Department until May 9, it was 
impossible to include an appropriation for this work in the 
present year's estimates.

I have for acknowledgment your letter 
of the Sth instant, in which you seek information 
with respect to what action is likely to be teken 
by the Department in the repair of the sewage 
disposal plant at the Portage le Pra irie Indien 
Residential School. 


I regret to state that it was not found 
possible to make provision in the estimates of this 
year for the amount necessary to undertake the 
reconstruction of the sewage disposal plant at this 
achool. Mr. Gow's last report on the institution 
is dated Winnipeg, April 235, 1940, but this report 
did not reach the Department until May 9. Our 
departmental estimates were prepared and printed 
prior to this date. 


I feel it is only fair to you and to the 
City Council to state that the repsirs suggested by 
Mr. Gow, at a cost to the Department of approximetely 
$2,000, are not at all likely to remove the offensive 
odor to which you refer in your communication. Mr. 
Gow's report reads in part as follows:- 


"The writer had e méeting with the 

Parks Board of Portage le Prairie, the Town 

Engineer being present, and four other members - 
ineluding the Chairman. At this meeting members 
were asked to state the grounds upon which they 
made complaints re the Indian School and what 

they wished done. They explained that prior to 

six or -

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six or seven years ago, there were no complaints 
regarding offensive odors from the sewage drain 
at the school and that the septic tank cannot 

be operating properly. Asked if they would be 
satisfied if we built a new modern septic tank 
and Lowered the outlet, they stated they would - 
4f it would eliminate all offensive odors. It 
was then explained that such odors could not be 
entirely eliminated without the construction of 
a tile disposel field; that I was not prepared 
to recommend the construction of such a bed 
beeauge it necessitated pumping of the effluent 
and we hed no assurance that 4 disposal bed 
could be successfully operated. I[t was pointed 
out to the Board that no compleint hed ever been 
made by the Municipality in which the school is 
situated, as to offensive odors; that the Sanitary 
Inspector of the Manitoba Department of Health 
had reported that the system met their require- 
ments; that the Medical Health officer of the 
Town of Portage la Prairie hed taken frequent 
samples of water from the vicinity of the outlet 
from the school and found no contamination and 
that any system of sewage disposal, regardless 
of cost, with the possible exception of a success- 
fully operated tile disposal bed, was boun? to 
have some disagreeable odors associated with the 
system". 


If conditions at the school have grown 
steadily worse and consequently more objectionable to 
the citizens of the district, consideration may have to 
be given to the closing of the institution. It is 
unneces sa to adé@ that it is wholly impossible for the 
officials re to even consider proceeding with the 
repairs, in the absence of any Parliamentary Approp- 
riation to cover the cost.

I have had two letters recently from the 
Council of the City of Portege la Prairie, urging us 
to undertake these repairs, This matter has been 
discussed very fully and in detail with the authorities 
of the United Church. [f I remember correctly, I 
intimated to you when you called at my office that no 
provision was :made in the estimates of this year for 
the repairs that appear to be necessary at the 
Portage School. In view of this fact, it is Simply 
impossible for us to proceed with the work. If 
conditions are bad and if they are likely to become 
more objectionable, we shall have to seriously 
consider closing the school. A month or two ago the 
water system at the Brandon Residential School became 
inadequate to meet the needs of the institution and 
in crder to repair it we had to abandon the construction 
of the Ahousaht School at the Pacific Coast. This will 
give you an idea of how limited the funds at our dis- 
posal actually are.

We would point out the fact that this sewage passes 
through a septic tank that has been in operation for 
many years,into an artificial lake that is maintained 
by the city at considerable cost, and is used for 
boating etc. 


It does seem unfair that odors, which unmistakably 
exist, should be permitted to interfere with the full 
enjoyment of what we consider one of the city's 
principal recreation centers. You mention that no 
complaint has been received from the municipality in 
which this property is situated. May I point out that 
the entire lake bottom is owned and controlled by the 
City of Portage la Prairie. 


As before mentioned this particular septic tank has 
been in operation for many years.

This will acknowledge receipt of your letter of 
April 22nd with reference to the above mentioned project and 
asking for particulars as to the method of eliminating the sewer 
gae from the kitchen of the school. 


Part of the work carried out during 1941 included 
the laying of a 4" drain to diseharge all wastes from the kitchen 
iwto the catch basin outside the building. This drain also carried 
the discharge from water closets, wash basins and baths in the staff 
quarters above the kitchen and much of the plumbing in connection 
with the same passed through the kitehen. The conneetion to the 
nein sewer line running the length of the building under the floor 
had been broken and sealed with the laying of this 4" drain. All 

water closets and etc., leading into this drein 
however, was plaged in the new 4" drain for 
manhole just outeide the building 
pecone plugged 


the old catch basin at an elevat 
ting to the old septic tank, ‘The 
netel cover whith is not air-tight. 


Our inspection in January confirmed the complaints 
received regarding the sewer gas in the kitchen and it was evident 
thet this gas could only come from leakage through the plumbing in 
the kitehen after backing up from the old septic tank to the cateh 
basin and thence into and through the new 4" drain to the kitchen 
plumbinge We had fo desire to bring in plumbers to go over all 
the old traps and plumbing in order to locate the points from which 
the sewer gas wes leaking. It was decided to trap the 4" drain at 
ite outlet inte the catch basin although the pipe only protruded 1;" 
from the face of the concrete, This was accomplished by having made 
at a cost of $1.50, a galvanised elbow to fit over the 4" protruding 
pipe and invert downward into the liquid whieh stands in the basin 
below the outletting pipe. The so-ealled contraption is only 
tempocary inasmuch as lp" does not provide as much holding surface as 
we would like. However, it has remained in place and the sewer gas 
in the kitehen has been eliminated. The school authorities should 
clean out this catch basin twice yearly and et such times it will 
be necessary to remeve and replace the elbow whieh is « few minutes 
labour only. 


You mentioned in the last paragraph of your letter 
that the Director of Indian Affaire had hoped that the work would 
be of a permanent nature. He apparently has in mind the work 
carried out at the Portage la Preirie Indian School during 1941.

: Paint Reds for Portage Residential School. 


I acknowledge your letter 127+1-25, dated May 7th 
regarding the above matters. On May 13th I visited the school 
as requested. 


The Department will recall that interior paint was 
supplied for thie school last year and the improvement in the 
building is most gratifying. ‘Two thirds of the interior of the 
school hae been painted. All has had two coats and in some 
roome three coats were required to giv 4 good finish. All work 
done up-to-date has been for the benefit of the children; no 
paint has been used@ on the staff rooms or on the Principal's 
suite. The work is not yet completed and at present Mr.MoNeill 
has two good painters working full time. 


The outbuildings have not been painted for many years - 

perhaps twenty; however, they are in good repair and if possible 
should be painted. Mr. MoNeill points out that these are 
Government buildings, yet he ie prepared to spend funds on wages 
for painting if the Government wi 11 provide the paint. Mr. 
MoNeill pointe out the decision reste entirely with the Department; 
but if they wish the work done the paint must be provided at onos 
before the men now engaged finish the interior work and leave. 
I think more buildings throughout the country would be painted if 
the cost was only a mestion of the purchase of paint. I can only 
ada that the buildings need painting and the painters now engaged 
are doing excellent work. 


| 
L_——————--ts double-deck beds were requested to provide more floor 
space end thus make it easier for the children to reach the fire 
escapes in case of fire. At present I consider the beds are too 
close together and thus they cause 4 fire hazard. However, after 
going into thie matter care*ully, 1 think the number could be 
reduced to four beds complete with mattresses. I fina the school 
now hes eight - thirty-eix inch beds not in use because they have 
no mattresses. These beds would accommodate two small boys each. 
A number of the boye are brothers and thue there should be no 
objection to the arrangement. Some of these thirty-six" beds 
eould also be used in the infirmary, thue releasing smaller beds 
for the dormitories. I am changing the requisition to read a8 
follows:- 
4 - double deck beds complete with mattresses, 
8 = 36" mattresses, standard length.

With reference to the above noted letter and further to 
my report of the 12th. idem, I wish to enclose herewith 
@ report and costs of repairs to the windows at the 
Portage Indian Residential School. There is also an 
estimate for a storm porch to be built at the main en- 
trance of the building. While this is not absolutely 
necessary at this time it should be considered. In 
regard to the repairs to the windows, this is a very 
necessary repair. ‘The original windows on the ground 
floor were one piece of glass 32 X 34. As these win- 
dows were constantly being broken and were very costly 
to replace, a series of Principals gradually boarded 
them up, until all the windows in the boys' lavatory 
have been boarded up. It is the same in the dining 
room and the girls' portion. It is suggested that 
smaller windows be installed, ~- 9 lights to each win- 
dow, A window broken would then not be too expensive 
to repair. During the years, sand from the road has 
blown into the frames and water has caused some, in 
fact most of the window frames, to rot and replace- 
ments will have to be made. Last year I was able to 
have glass re-placed in all the doors without expense 
to the Department. The replacing of the glass in the 
windows is too expensive for the sohool to undertake, 

I would strongly recommend that the repairs be done, 
the school is gradually improving in appearance through 
the efforts of the present Principal, who is very 
anxious to co-operate in any scheme for the benifit 

of the pupils and the condition of the school generally. 


There is still an expensive repair to be done on the

eavestroughing and the roof, It seems impossible to 
obtain prices for the repair of the eavestroughing 
which should be done while the soaffolding isa erected 
I would @lso bs pleased if the 
furnish the name of the firm who laid 
tiled roof, the building wae built 
There appears td be no records at the agenoy 
office in regara to the building, It will be nec- 
essary to have the roof repaired as it is leaking 
badly in places.

Mr. Huston called me this morning about the jacket 
heater in the school. I dismantled the heater and found 
the following damage ;- 


Found the boiler corroded rather badly and with a 
‘large amount of loose svale and & orack in the 
poiler at one side of the slice door, running 4" 
up on the outside, across the bottom sand approgi- 
mately 6" on the inside. 


It is my experience that 4a repair of this nature 
is seldom satisfactory. 


The cause of this damage, in my estimation, is that 
the seale has banked up under the fire door, causing an 
uneven heating of the boiler, resulting & strain on the 
easting and an eventual preak. At the outlet of the boiler 
I took out a piece of scale 3" long and two thirds the 
size of the outlet. 


The size of the boiler is, Triumph Mogul, No. B32, 
made by the Dominion Radiators, Serial No, 46004. 


I instailed this boiler in 1944. The damage is 
not caused by a faulty boiler, but the water supply in 
the city having very heavy line deposits. 

I would suggest a new boiler, 4s I do not think 4 
sttisfactory repair can be made on the old one.

An observant visitor to certain of our Indian Resid sntial 
schools would ask why we have deliberately set out to make our 
residences such dull and unattractive places.1 must confess that it 
might easily appear that we had done so intentionally.Some schools 
are as void of light 4lluminative colors as 4 medieval dungeon.Where 
an gccene has been made to introduce color dark brown floors and 
battlesh has been the answer,The whole appearance is 

ing.Hades could not appear more colorless,drab or 
appear to the visitor that some other motive 
hild had possessed us.Have we lost 
sight of the fac tion of a child that its environment 


should stimulate brightness ,cheerfulne 
and cleanliness create an & children respond. 


Those of us who have had to do with Indians over a period 
of years know that their existence is often hard and dull and 
eolorless.That children born into this environment and nurtured there 
until the age of seven come into our schools with minds shadowed by 
the frustrations of their home existence.lts like accepting a plant 
that hacd sprouted in the cellar.It needs the atmosphere of Spring not 
the dullness of Winter.4An Indian child more than the avemage White 
child needs to be tramsplanted into the type of environment that is 
_—_ like in its warmth and color and cheer,His morose and frustratd 
mind needs to be induced out of its shell and infused with color 
and light and cheer,Only then will it live above the dissipation of les 
worthy thoughts. 


During my years in the North I discovered that an Indian's 
dog brought up in a certain way became inured to it,from puppyhood it 
had only known one manner of life and therefore in adulthood accepted 
it without protest.I know there are people who would argue keep the 
school more and more akin to condition on the Reserve because it 
will not be such a let down for the child who on graduation must 
return home.I would argue that the school should incorporate factors 
end means to develope the esthetic side of the child's nature.This 
4g not done through text books but by meking his environment 
attractive.Lacking this there is a very grave danger that the Indian 
child will grow up like the Indian puppy content forever with life as 
it is because it is ignorant of a better way.We must make beautiful 
and a ttractive the child's environment hoping that time will make 
him a stranger to anything that is by comparison inferior,.Later in 
life,perhaps on the Reserve the adult will create about him in so far 
as he cain the environment native to his childhood,The hope of 
ereasting the inner urge for the betterment of conditions on the

_ In connection with Mr. Hoey's memorandum of January 
29, 1946 and your notations of February lst thereon, you are 
advised ase follows: 


Our Mr. Hargreaves visited +10 school on June 20, 
1946 and carried out an inspection of the Heating, Ventilat- 
ing & Plumbing services, along with a general check-up of 
the building structure. 


In a brief summary, it oan be stated that a general 
deterioration has taken place in all of the mechanical serv~- 
ices. It is apparent that very little maintenance has been 
carried out for some years, and many parts of the equipment 
ave badly worn and oamot be satisfactorily repaired. ‘The 
radiation is insufficient to properly heat the building to a 
temperature of 70' Pahrenheit when the outside temperature 
is at 30° below zeros 


It was particularly noticed throughout the building, 
however, that everything was meticulously clean and fresh, a6 
regaras paint work and general Cleanliness. 


Going into some detail, the following is an outline 


of conditions as they exist at the present time. 


The steam heating system is a one pipe ob, and there 
de not enough radistion to adequately balance he heat loss. 
Generally, the radiation is approximately 25% low, with vary= 
ing diserepancies in different parts of the ldinge The 
general layout of piping is of fair design, but in many cases 
movement, caused by expansion and contraction, has resulted 
in leaky connections. The yadiatior valves are in very poor 
shape, with every evidence pointing to a serious deteriorat- 
ion in the packing; another cause of leaks. Most vdives are 
without handles and the stems have been mutilated so badly 
that handles could not be fitted. The radiator air vents 
have been tempered with so often, that only a few are in their 
normal upright position, and therefore, are not functioning 
ac intended. No attention hasbeen given to making the neo- 
essery provisions for expansion, by the use of offsets, etd. 


The boiler is a horizontal return tubular type, en- 
closed in a brick setting. ‘The brick wrk has deteriorated 
badly in places, and the steel front has been cracked over 
the tire door, and poorly welded. The grates are warped, and 
are not in goed condition. It was stated by the engineer- 
caretaker, that when Mr. hose earried out his inspection, and 
an attempt was made to raise a steam pressure, some of the

The Ventilating System exists in name only. It was 
iaid out for gravity operation with heating coils placed in 
the air stream to induse circulation. This system is total- 
ly inadequate, and the design is quite obsolete. The system 
ie not used now. The fresh air registers are incorrectly 
located, and the same can be said for the exhaust registers. 
The duet work appears to be fairly substantial,and is in 
relatively good condition. This system could be mechanized 


at Seagees Hovely reasonable cost and put into satisfactory 
operations, It is badly needed. 


The Plumbing system does not present a serious pro- 
blem. While blockages have occurred, we would hesitate to 
blame the system. Some lines should be thoroughly cleaned

‘The galvanised iron 
flashing and ridge has rotted in many places and the galyvm- 
ized eaves troughing is broken away ani is in generally poor 
conditions 


General Recommends tions 


It was pointed out by the Pringipal, that there is a 
yooseeey of installing laundry machinery ct thie school. 
so high pressure steam will be required and a new boiler 
would be necessary. One high pressure steam steel pertable 
boiler could be made to handle all the services and is 
refore recommended, A return pump would be needed also. 


The ventilating system should be remodeled and put 
into operation, 


AML windows, with one or two exceptions, should have 
extensive repairs. 


It is felt also that a new roof should be laid. 


Cracks in the mortar joints and brickwork should be 
repaired. 


Plumbing and drainage lines should be gleaned, and 
all leaking faucets repaired or replaced as may be found nec- 
essary. 


All steam maine from the boiler reom should be made 
tight throughout, and every radiator velve replaceg, Those 
radiators in public spaces, dormitories, reoreation rooms 
and classrooms should be equipped with look shield valves. 
Additional radiation should be located in those rooms which 
are under heated. All radiator air vents should be replaced 
and the present tappings plugged and new tappings made to re- 
eeive vents. 


If new laundry equipment is to be provided for the 
school in the near future, it is recommended that the exist- 
ing low pressure heating boiler be laced by a new steel 
portable type high pressure steam boiler having capacity to 
provide for all services requiring steam. The estimated 
cost of this installation plus repairs to the mechanical ser~- 
vices would be roughly $8,000.00,

Purchase 
Order 7426 was issued on December 28th, 1945, to Gutta Percha 
& Rubber Ltd. for 6 - 50 foot lengths of hose, 1 nozzle and 1 
hydrant key. These items were shipped to the school on Fume 
30th, 1946, and the account amounting to $238.62 was forwarde 
by the Principal, Mr. Huston and paid, In view of this we can- 
not understand your statement that the fire hose has not been 
received and the school therefore is without adequate fire 
protection. Please let me hear from you with regard to this 
matter.

MEMORANDUM: 


Re: Structural Repairs to Portage Ia 
Prairie Indian Residential School, 
Manitoba. 


Following our memorandum to you of September 
5th last and your notation thereon of 6/9/46 ‘in regard to 
the above, we forwarded to Mr. D.B. Gow at Winnipeg, speci- 
fioations of the repair work required to be done and also 
instructed him to arrange for carrying out such work by day 
labour to the best advantage locally. Precedence was to be 
eee to the roof repairs and expenditures were not to exceed 
he amount of $3,500.00 provided by Indian Affairs. 


In a letter dated September 26th Mr. Gow stated 
that he, in company with Mr. W.H. Wallace, Engineer of his 
staff, and a contractor of Portage la Prairie inspected the 
School and noted the various repairs required. - Gow stated 
that whereas we had contemplated stripping off the existing 
hexagonal roof shingles and resurfacing with new rectangular 
asbestos cement, or asphalt shingles, he finds that (a) new 
asbestos shingles are at present unobtainable; (b) the roof 
boarding and tar paper are defective, and (c) the present 
shingles are very largely in good condition and could be reused 
along with an additional quantity of the same pattern, which he 
has hopes of obtaining, to make a first class roofing job. 


He also stated that it wuld not be possible to 
carry out the roof repairs by day labour as he could not obtain 
the proper labour, or materials, and that no local firms are in 
a position to carry out the work. 


my ap the repairs to leaky windows, which we 
had specified to be refitted with new stops and brickmoulds, etc., 
Mr. Webb states: 


"The matter of repairs to windows has 
been reviewed and it is now intended 
to utilize metal weatherstrip. Winnipeg 
firma are being requested to examine The 
windows and to quote prices covering such 


work", 


Under date of October 17th, Mr. Gow advised that 
he hed arranged with the Peace Weatherstrip Supply Company, of 
Winnipeg, to install weatherstripping at a cost of $440.00. 


We have now received a further letter from Mr. 
Gow, dated October 26th, with which he forwarded a tender from 
the Canadian Rogers Sheet Metal and Roofing Limited, of Winnipeg, 
Encls, for repairs to the School roofs, copies of which we are trans- 
mitting for your information-and that of the Indian Affairs Branch.

In his covering letter Mr. Gow states:- 


"We have endeavoured to secure estimate from 
other firms but have failed to interest any of 
them in giving us quotations." wingys 


You will note that the tender received is for 
roofing repairs only and that it includes the removal and 
relaying of the present shingles with renewals, as necessary. 


The amount of $5,500.00 for this work is, in sur 
opinion, high but Mr. Gow has been unable to obtain any other 
tenders and the matter of annie the School roofs is an 
urgent necessity for the preservation of the building, as well 
as for the reasonable comfort of the occupants. 


It is probable that the other structural work 
consisting of mastic caulking to the brickwork and window frames, 
the insulation of ceilings and eerie work, which is required 

to complete the weatherproofing of the Sehool building will, under 
rae conditions, involve an additional cost of at least $1,500.00 
ut this work, although necessary, is not as urgently needed as the 
faust named repairs, and it might be held over until the summer of 


It is suggested, therefore, that the Indian Affairs 
Branch be asked whether, under the circumstances, an additional 
amount of $2,500.00 could be provided to make up a total of 
$6,000.00 permitting the valle repairs and weatherstripping to 
be carried out this year. 


In view of the lateness of the season, it is requested 
that an early 2ecision be made in the matter of acceptance of the 
spammers tender, erd we will await your instructions in regard

Further to our memorandum of October 31st, 
1946, in connection with the above, you are advised as 
follows: 


Mr. Gow has informed us that no plumbing and 
heating firms in Portage la Prairie were interested in the 
above work and refused to quote. However, he contacted a 
Winnipeg firm, Messrs. Randall and Company, who were ey 
recommended to him, and they have offered to do the work out- 
lined in our specification for the sum of $2,704.00. 


In view of the transportation of workmen and 
materials, and the somewhat complicated nature of the work, this 
rice does not seem unreasonable, It is noted that Indian Affaire 
allotted $1,000.00 for this phase of the work, a sum which we 
felt was inadequate, but which we did not feel inclined, at the 
time to criticise, until estimates had been received from Mr. 
Gow. 


In the strictest sense, no actual emergency has 
arisen through existing inconsistencies in the heating system, 
but it is seein pointed out that the amount of radiation is 


generally 25% low and in some rooms as much as 50% low, which, 
in addition to causing discomfort, is a potentiel hazard to the 
health of the occupants. 


After thoroughly considering the requirements, it 


is our — that if any part of this phase of the work is 
omitted the results will be questionable. We, therefore, 
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recommend that Indian Affairs be asked to provide the sum 
mentioned and authorize acceptance of the Rendall tender at 
once, if the School is to receive any benefit from the work 
this winter.

_wet6r in the early spring. Most of this water was 
run-off from the yard. I would recommend that the 
floor be built up level with the outside, at a cost 
mentioned above, 


Phe Prineipal asked for three oil burner units for 
the oookstove. He claims that wood fuel is becoming 
too experisive. He is obtaining prices on these units 
and they will be submitted to the Department at 4 
later date. On inauiry regarding these units for 
cooking purposes, I am informed that st present they 
are not s&tisfactory. 


He slso wishes a built-in refrigerator. At present 
he has two unts, which he claims are not large 
enough for the purpose required. This is probably 
true as he now has &n ample supply of milk and will 
find is diffieult to keep during the summer months. 
A price on building this refrigerator will be ob- 
tained and later forwarded to the Department. 


Fire equipment was carefully checked. Was informed 
that fireedrill is carried out. A nunber of the 
soda extinguishers were requiring refilling and & 
requisition wil] be forwarded to the Department for 


material in the course of a few days. 
Te fire-escape platform ie too small. In the event 
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of a fire in the building, the platform would likely 
be overcrowded and accidents might occur. I would 
suggest that the platform be extended fifteen to 
twenty feet along the side of the building. This 
job should be looked into by an engineer. This 
matter was taken up with Mr. Gow in Winnipeg, but 
instructions would have to come from the Department, 
before he would attend to the matter.

economical, These oil burners burn distillate which is not 
explosive unless heated to a very high temperature, ‘This 
type of burner has been installed in many households and would 
be quite safe to instal in our range.

Sometime ago, the Director of Indien Affairs asked us for information 
in regerd to absolutely essential structural repair work at the above school 
abmt which there had been considerable correspondence last year. 


Mr. Hoey also stated that Indian Agent Waite hed suggested certein 
changes to the fire escape lendings at the school ami it was proposed that 
we ask Mr. D.B. Gow, District Chief Engineer, Dominion Water end Power Bureau 
at Winnipeg, to investigate and submit an estimate of the cost of carrying out 
the Agents suggestion. 


On October 18th last, we wrote to Mr. Gow ani have now received a 
long letter in reply, which may be swamed up as follows:= 


Mr. Gow states that the situation in regard to materials and labour 
for structural repair work at the school is now becaning somewhat easier, and 
it may be possible to interest fims in submitting tenlers in 1948 in the 
carrying ont of such works 


Regarding Indian Agents Waite's suggestion for changes to the landing 
of the exterior fire escapes from the upper floors, Mr. Gow states that an 
examination was recently made and the situation was disoussed with Mr. Jones, 
School Principal,and the Indian Agent. He advised thet the escapes are of 
standard (steel) construction and that the pletforms appear to be sufficiently 
large for their purpose. Pole fire escapes from the two top floor rear dormi. t= 
ories running through enclosed porches have been replaced by wooden staircases 
as alternative emergency exits. 


Mr. Gow critisizes these exits as, being within enclosed porches, they 
provide in» themselves a considerable fire hazard. He states that the provi sion 
of slide exits directly from the Senior Boys and Senior Girls Dormitories to the 
ground should receive consideration rather than any alterations in connection 
with the twe rear staircases. 


We are asking Mr. Gow to submit a definite recomnendation covering 
the emergency escape requirements at the school together with an estimate of 
cost of carrying out the same, and as soon as we have received such information 
from him, we will transmit it to you for Indien Affairs.

You are advised that we are in receipt of a letter 
from Mr. Gow under date of March 25th, 1948, in which he 
states that the Principal at the above school has brought 
to his attention the advisability of replecing the present 
heating boiler. 


When our Mr. Hargreaves visited this school in 
January, 1946, for the purpose of inspecting the heating 
system, the Principal advised him that he expected to be 
supplied with laundry machines in the near future. 


Since nothing definite was known at that time, 
with reference to the proposed installation of laundry 
machinery, it was felt that the present heating boiler 
could be repaired and made to serve for a few years; and 
when a decision wes made with reference to the lauddry 
equipment, a new boiler plant could be more intelligently 
selected. 


As a result of our engineer's inspection, general 
revisions to the heating system have been carried out, in- 
eluding repairs to the existing heating boiler. This boiler 
is nearing the end of its usefulness, and it is felt thet 
the Principal's request for a new unit is not unreasonable. 


However before an estimate of the cost of the re- 
placement can be furnished, it will be necessary for Indian 
Affairs to decide, whether or not leundry equipment is to 
be provided for the school.

In the 
valleys we would use a Slate Surface Roofing, 2 
plys full 36" wide re-inforced with felt and make 
sure of no leaks. On the ridges we will put 

what is known as Boston Hip Capping. 


For this work we quote you & lump sum of $2450.00.

Materials we propose 
to use under these figures will be a Canadian 
Johns-Manville Thick Butt Shingle. 

I made temporary repairs to this roof last week 
and I hope it held out under the last rain.

I note that he recommends that the sewage dis- 
pOsal from the septic tank enter Crescent Lake rather 
than the Assiniboine River. As far as I am aware, all 
the sewage from Portage ia Prairie enters the Assini- 
boine iver - and I fail to see how the sewage System 
affects the health of the Indian children. I also feel 
that if we have no canplaints from the town of Portage 
la Prairie, we should not go to the expense of putting 
in a new sewage system. However, I would request6 that 
you take the matter up with Mr, Gow, as 1 understand 
he is thoroughly familiar with this sewege system, a6 
they d14 some work on it in 1941 - which, apparently, 
wae satisfactory to all concerned.

In reference to the above subject may I review what has been 
done. 


We received copies of Dr, Manly's letters te you regarding 
the complaints of thie sewage disposel plant. ‘Two calls have been made 
previously by myself and letters have been sent out in regard to this 
matter. It was brought out in conversation with Dr, Manly that the 
effluent from these septic tanks enter Crescent Leke rather than the 
Assiniboine Rivers 


On Saturday morning, July 9th, along with Mr, MoBwan of Dre 
Manly’s office, a visit was made to this school where we contacted the 
principal and examined the situation together, We found that there are 
two lines from the school, one discharging the kitchen wastes, the other 
discharging from a septic tank and services the basins and toilets. No 
stable services come this way. Apparently these septic tanks are un~ 
recorded at Ottawa (Mines and Resources) as far as blueprints are cone 
cerned, It was also noticed that no breathers were apparent although on 
the present lakeside of the school there wore two manholes, 


Tt seems to be best for brevity that this matter be reduced 
to the form of recommendations. It is recommended that a single two cell 
septic tank be erected on the townside of the echool between 75* and 100° 
away from the nearest school corner, This tank would receive all the 
liquid wastes from the school except the stable portions 
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@® Proceeding the line from the kitchens there would be = grease trap. 
This septic tank could be vented on the fence line so that it would not 
be unsightly and the effluent from this could be chlorinated and passed 
through a gravel filled concrete channel to discharge inte the lake as one 
line, There should be a grave 
“y*, the gravel to be pea sised to 2° with no finesse 
aeroater and the chlorination would be of considerable assistance in re- 
duoing smell and odors, The effluent inte the lake might easily be placed 
in water st @ depth exceeding 36", The frost penetration ie at least 6°.

We have for attention your letter of December 16 with ref- 
erence to the above matter. We note the extract from the inquiry 
of Mr. W.G. Weir, M.P. for Portage-Neepawa, concerning the sewage 
disposal system at the school. 


Our engineers visited the Portage School in late November, 
took some additional elevations and soil samples and examined the 
condition of the catch basins, septic tank and the drainage system 
in the school itself. The matter of the treatment of the discharge 
from the septic tank and school drainage is now under consideration 
and has been discussed with Provincial Government Officials and local 
representatives of chlorinating agencies. It is hoped to forward you 
shortly cost data with respect to two alternative proposals for the 
treatment of the sewage problem. One will provide for chlorination 
of the effluent prior to discharge into Crescent Lake while the 
second will deal with the provision of a tile disposal field. 


The discharge of the sthool sewage into the City's sewage 
system would be an expensive but complete solution to the problem. 
Unfortunately, the City of Portage la Prairie has been unable to 
provide water and sewer facilities to the westerly seven or eight 
blocks of part of its residential area and as the school is situated 
more than a mile west of this district, there is little prospect of 
any possible connecting of the school with the City's sewage system. 
The news-item in the "Winnipeg Free Press" under Portage la Prairie 
date-line, as referred to in Mr. Weir's communication, was not based 
upon any information originating with this office and is apparently 
not based upon fact. I am informed that the complaints regarding the 
odors from the school sewerage come mainly from residents with prop- 
erties fronting on Crescent Lake and situated immediately east of the 
area now without water and sewers. It could be that the odors com~ 
plained of originated with the hundred or more less fortunate families 
that lack city water and sewers and must therefore depend upon outdoor 
facilities. 


Crescent Lake is a fairly large but shallow body of water, 
probably 24 miles long and 1,000 feet wide, with neither inlet or 
ovtlet but maintained during the summer months by pumping of water 
from the Assiniboine River. It receives considerable surface pollution 
as well as some direct pollution from the Portage la Prairie Agricul- 
tural Grounds and because of its stagnant water 4t develops the object- 
jonable odors associated with rotting vegetation and etc. The Indian 
Sehool is located near the westerly limits of the lake, 14 miles be- 
yond the city limits and the writer is in full agreement with the Chair- 
man of the Medical Health Unit and also of the Parks Board when he 
remarked upon the occasion of my meeting with him on November 16 last. 
that «he thought the grounds for complaints were more imaginary thanreal. 

This office hopes to have the report dealing with the two 


alternative proposals relating to the sewage disposal problem at the 


school completed in the near future. At the present time we arf in-

In the present system as constructed in August, 1941, the 
sewage is passed through a septic tank and this effluent, together 
with the laundry and kitchen wastes, discharged directly to Crescent 
Lake, To avoid pollution of Crescent Lake with consequent disagree- 
able odors, the following alternative schemes are suggested: 


1. Chlorination of all effluent before discharging to lake, 
2. Construction of Disposal Bed to receive all effluents. 
1. CHLORINATION SCHEME 


Proposed Apparatus and Housing: 


It is proposed to install a small chlorinating system on the 
6" pipe line, about 40 feet from outlet of septic tank, at the junction 
of laundry and kitchen wastes with the main sewage line. The type of 
chlorinator most suitable is a "Manual Direct Feed Chlorinator Control - 
Orifice type chlorinator". This chlorinator to be housed in a building 
6* x 9' with 7' ceiling, built over a 3' x 3' well. The building would 
be thoroughly insulated with provision of heating unit for use during 
severe cold weather in order that the room temperature may be maintained 
to give the necessary pressure to operate the flow of chlorine. The 
well to be carried down to a depth of 104 ft. below ground level, giving 
a minimum depth of 44 ft. below incoming pipes. It would always be full 
of liquid at this depth and would constitute the contact chamber (capacity 
250 gals.) for the application of chlorine. 


Shlorine Requirement: 
ahbrox 


A daily amount of 3,000 gals. of liquid to be treated has been 
arrived at from the maximum monthly water consumption. However, the rate 
of flow during the 24-hour period will vary considerably. An assumed 
steady chlorine treatment of about 25 p.p.m. te the dadly oeffluent of 
3,000 guls. is considered satisfactory, but there is no doubt that at 
times the contents of the contact chamber would be over chlorinated and 
possibly during periods of high discharge it might not be sufficient 
considering period of time of contact. However, the rate of flow of 
chlorine can be regulated by the manual control during periods of high 
and lew discharge. The suggested treatment of 25 p.p.m. to 3,000 gals. 
per 24-hour peried, would require about one pound of chlorine daily. 


Electric Powers 


A 110 volt. supply for necessary lighting of building and to 
electrically heat the diffusor element of the chlorinator if required.

2. DISPOSAL BED SCHR 


The existing septic tank is not provided with a ayphon chamber 
and due to the elevation of the present effluent being nearly 6 feet below 
ground, it is not possible to conform to the usual practice of syphoning to 
the disposal bed. It is proposed to construct an additional chamber at the 
end of the septic tank to be called the "Effluent Chamber", where the effluent 
from the septic tank and the leundry and kitchen will be collected and this 
raised to the tile in disposal bed by moans of pumping. The size of 
"Effluent Chamber” and "Disporal Bed" have been made on the basis of the 
ave monthly water consumption at the school, being 14,000 o.c.ft. (87,500 
gals.) and from thie the daily average of 460 c.c.ft. (2,880 gals.) has been 
considered. 


Effluent Chamber 


Concrete construction @ ft. wide and 10 ft. long and 6 ft. deep. 
Elevation of floor to be 90.0 giving a liquid depth of 3 ft. (240 oc.ft. -

above. The present main sewage line to Crescent Lake to be connected to an 
overflew pipe from chamber in event of pump failure at any time, and this 
means of taking care of the effluent could be used at any time when occasion 
demands the rehabilitating of the disposal bed.

As promised in our letter of December 19 last, we 
are forwarding a memorandum by Mr. WeH. Wallace of this 
staff outlining two alternative methods of treating the 
sewage at the Portage la Prairie Indian Residential School. 
The memorandum outlines the details of the two methods 
suggested and gives estimated costs for both proposals. 
The memorandum is accompanied by two plans of the school 
grounds on which are outlined the location of the proposed 
new work, Plans showing construction details are in course 
of preparation and can be brought to completion for whatever 
method of disposal is decided upon, The memorandum and plans 
are being forwarded in duplicate. 


It might be pointed out that both methods of treatment 
outlined are open to criticism. School authorities have not 
been consulted with respect to the location of the disposal 
bed and will doubtless look with disfavour upon the idea of 
their attractive lawn and flower beds being torn up and will 
also dislike the idea of losing the girls' playground which is 
an alternative location for the tile bed. On the other hand, 
the chlorination of the effluent presents ptoblems, There is 
no steady use of water in the school and since the flow of 
chlorine gas remains steady, there is bound to be over and 
under chlorination at times. Furthermore, chlorination does 
not do away with Crescent Lake being the recipient of the 
chlorinated effluent and this fact alone will probably be 
future grounds for complaint, for regardless of whatever 
method of disposal is proceeded with the disagreeable odors 
arising from the watersof Crescent Lake in warm weather will 
continue since the stagnant water of this lake lends itself 
readily to such a situation.

Further to our memorandum of December 27th, and in response 
to the request of the Director of Indian Affairs under date of 
December 9th, 1950, we are forwarding herewith one copy of s report 
by Mr. Wallace, accompanied by two copies of the covering letter 
from Mr. Gow. 


The attached report dated January 19th by Mr. Wallace deals 
with two alternative schemes for dealing with sewage effluent. They 
are as follows: 


Scheme — provides for chlorination of the effluent before 
it is deposited in Crescent Lake, at an estimated cost of $2,530 
for labour and materials. This proposal will require maintainance 
which is estimated to cost $125 per years. While thisavheme may 
seem to be a satisfactory method of eliminating odours from the 
sewage there is always the possibility that repairs might be 
required to the chlorinator and in view of the fact that there is 
no steady use of water in the school and the flow of chlorine 
gas remains steady there is bound to be over and under chlorination 
at times, There is also the possibility of shut downs for repairs. 
So long as sewage is turned inte Crescent Lake from the school 
there will be grounds for complaint. 


Sonene (2) provides for the construction of a tiled disposal 
bed in the school grounds and owing to the elevations which exist 
pumping of the sewage effluent will be necessary. The estimated 

cost of thisscheme is $3,550 for labour and materials. It is 
proposed to leave the present sewer pipe to Crescent Leake as an 
alternative means of disposal when repairs are being made to the pump 
and the disposal bed. The soil is not particularly suited to this 
type of disposel and an artificial gravel bed will have to be laid. 
The plans provide for construction of this disposal bed on the lawn 
immediately in front of the school, with an alternative location on 
the girls' playground. 


In Mr. Gow's report of December 19th, copies of which were 
forwarded to you on December 27th, you Will note that he states: 


"The discherge of the school sewage into the city's sewage 
system would be an expensive but a complete solution of the problems 
Unfortunately, the city of Portage la Prairie has been unable to 
provide water and sewage facilities to the westerly seven or eight 
blocks of part of the residential area and as the school is situated 
more than a mile weat of this district there ie little prospect of any 
possible connecting of the school with the city sewage system.” In the 
geme report Mr. Gow states that “the Indian School is located near the 
westerly limits of the lake 1-1/2 miles beyond the city limits and the 
writer is in full agreement with the Chairman of the Medical Health 
Unit and also of the Parks Department when he remarked on the occasion 
of my meeting with him on November 16 last that he thought the grounds 


eeeeeed 
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for complaints were more imaginary than real.” 


You will note from the last paragraph of Mr. Gow's letter that 
both the gbove methods of trentment are open to criticiam. In the 
firet place the school authorities have not oeen consulted with regerd 
te the location of the disposal bed, and in all probability will net be 
in favour of the idea of tearing up their lawn and flower beds or the 
girle' playground, which is the alternative location. We believe that 
the school authorities should be consulted before additional work is 
done on this scheme, Furthermore, if the disposal bei scheme is adopted 
there is bound te be some pollution of the lake during periods when the 
Gisposal bed has to be rehabilitated. 


In view of the fact that neither of the proposals submitted by 
Mr. Wallace is entirely satisfactory and the ultimate solution to the 
problem would be discharging the effluent into the river, we are again 
referring to Mr. Gow to find out from him what length of sewer would 
have to be constructed from the school to the river and alse if there 
aro any particular difficulties te such a scheme. On receipt of Mr. 
Gow's further report we will edvise further.

Further reference to your letter under file No, 538-5 (E1) 
dated February 25, 1950 regarding the moving of Building #35 from 
Stevenson's Airport to Portage la Prairie. R. Litz & Sons started 
last Monday morning to raise the building and should be on the 
road before the end of the week, They are doing their best to 
move this building in one piece. However, Mr. Litz advised me 
yesterday that the building was very heavy and they may have to 
gut it but this would not be done until he was certain he could not 
move it in one piece. 


When I was at the Portage School Mr. Mclean, the Principal, 
pointed out to me that Mr, Clark, Educational Officer, wanted the 
building placed just east of the primary classroom which is in 
the yard where the present skating rink is. My opinion is that 
this would not be a good place as it is too close to the other 
buildings and as this rink has been used for years the ground under- 
neath would be soft. it would also be hard to get a footing owing 
to the water sinking in at this spot for a number of years. Mr. 
McLean has taken up with me regarding the placing of this building 
just west of the primary room, This would msan it would be back in 
the yard instead of right out in front.

Mrs. McDougal claims she has a Second class teaching certificese, 
Manitoba. Miss Wescreschuk is teaching the junior room on a 
permit. Mr. Young, Engineer, does not hold a certificate. 


Mr. McLean, Principal, admitted that no fire-drills had been 
carried out during the morth of January, owing to the severe 
frosty weather. He informed me that a drill would be carried 
out during the afternoon of my visit. All extinguishers in 
the building were examined. It was brought to the attention 
of Mr. McLean that some extinguishers were not tagged, others 
showed that the contents had not been changed since 1848, al- 
though the majority would appear to have been refilled in 
March 1949. I suggested a complete change of contents of all 
extinguishers and that they be tagged showing the date of 
change. 

The electric wiring in the building should be checked. The 
wiring is old fashioned and dangerous. The Principal stated 
that he could not sleep at night owing to the worry of fire, 
and I firmly believe there is a serious situation in the poor 
condition of the wiring. The laundry switches should also be 
checked, as there is a danger of children handling switches 
with wet hands. A new washing machine has been installed in 
the laundry. The pulleys were left open without protectian. 

I suggested that the pulleys be fenced with wire. The Principal 
saw the danger immediately it was pointed out to him and I was 
informed that a fence would be installed without delay. 


Te classrooms were crowded. Provision is being made for an 
additional classroom. The junior teacher had a class of 52 - 

57 on register - 5 boys away on other training in the after- 

noon and 5 girls out in the morning. The teacher has 33 in 

Grade 1 and 24 in Grade 2. This class is far to heavy for any te 
teacher to do full justice towards the children. There are 53 

on the register in the senior room - 16 in Grade 4, 18 Grade 5, 

6 Grade 6, 10 Grade 7, 3 Grade 8. There were 39 in the classroom 
the day of my visit - February 15th. Grades 4 and 6 are in 
school all day, and 5, 7 and 8 half-day. 


Mr. McLean made request for twelve (12) double decker beds for 
the boys' dormitory, complete with mattresses. The double 
deckers would give more floor space in the dormitories and freer 
access to the fire-escapes. I would strong recommend that this 
purchase be made. 


Laundry was strung sround the girls' lavatory, on heating pipes, 
and in the closed-in verandahs. Mr. McLean asked if I could do 
anything to expedite the delivery of a dryer that apparently has 
been recommended. I found the Principal very co-operative and 
interested in the work. Padlocks were found on the doors of thet 
dormitories. He advised that the doors were padlocked during the 
day, but were left open at night. He did express concern at 
this arrangements. Several letters had been found in which it 
was intimated that visits were arranged in the dormitories be- 
tween the older boys and girls. The girls appeared to be the 
aggressors. Mr. McLean stated that he would have to install 

an alarm system, similar to the-gne in use at the File Hills 
School.

I desire to refer to your letters of March 
kth and Mareh 7th, with reference to the building being 
moved from Stevenson Airport to the above school. 


The sketoh prepared by Mr. Krawohuk has been 
carefully studied, and the following are our comments: 


1. Lavatories - Because of the lack of a basement, we 
think it would be wise to eliminate all plumbing. 
fhere is sufficient trouble already with sewage 
d@isposel at this school. The space 10° x 10’, 


which will be saved, can be used as a room for 
storing equipment, supplies, etc. 


We suggest that the entrance to the furnace room 
be made through the fuel room, so as to avoid the 
entrance from the classroom. 


Instead of @ cloakroom partition in the west 
classroom, we feol it would be advisable to supply 
long, movable clothes-horses. The children will 
only be going from the main building to the olass- 
room in the new building. 


Is it the intention to use oil as firing? 
Are we correct in assuming that it is the intention 
to raise the roof? If so, would a gable roof be

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provided, and in that event, ves it be possible 
to eliminate pillars marked fl, #2, #3 and #4? 


6. The windows on the north side of the new building 
should be transom type, 93° that each classroom 
may have 24' of blackboard along the north wall, 
as well as 26° to 28° along the west well.

(1) It was not my intention in the first place to have toilets 
put in the school. However, the Provincial Inspector 
thought they were necessary. As these children are close 
to the main bullding, there is no reaton why they cannot 
use these facilities. 


Regarding the entrance to the furnace room being made 
through the fuel room, I am having Mr. Krawchuk adjust the 
plane to meet with this request. 


Mr. Krawchuk will be drawing @ new plan of this building 
and will see that this change is made regarding the el ak- 
room. 


The furnaces that we got with this building are foreed air 
heat, army type self-feed coal. There fore, we will be using 
coal for teating purposes. I have had Mr. Krawchuk go over 
to Campbell Heating with a plan to get their advice on the 
best method of itting up these furnaces. Il am of the 
opinion that we can heat the present classroom also, by 
running @ pipe through where the builiings join; and on 4 
very cold day the other furnace could be utilized. 


It was not my intention to change thi roof in this building. 
as this would run into a couple of thousand dollars, and a 
new roof would only add to the appearance of the building. 
The present roof ie a real good one, made of eaeTabon with 
rubberoid over the top. This roof will onlj 26 to be 
tarred and sanded, as no doubt it will be osened from the 
noving. If a new roof was added, it wouli l 2ed sup- 
ports as the celling joists ani the ceiling are in three 
pieces; therefore, it would still be necessary have steel 
beams under t » after the prope are taken downs 
beams we are considering wonld sit right up close to 
c@iling and the beam underneath would be held by a brac 
which attaches to the steel beam. In this way it will make 
ery neat job and the cost of the beams ani installing would 
not be over approximately $500.00 for four beans. 


It is our intention to put transom type windows on the 

side of the classroom, as we have plenty of room for these 
windows and the transom windows which are in the building now 
will be used.

The back end of this building has a slope roof, and 
it is our intention to use it for a recreation room. It has no 
floor at the present time, 48 in this part of the building the 
floor was a cement slab on the ground. On looking over the 
puilding yesterday, I feel that we should put a cement floor 
in this portion of the building as at the Airfield. ‘This will 
mean building a wall underneath the pillars and insulating it 
and also across the building. This will give us about three 
feet more ceiling height, which is necessary for recreation, 
as the present ceilings, if a floor was put in, would not give 
enough height for playing basketball, etc. 


I would very much like to get your opinion on the above 
and any other suggestions that you wish to make, and I will have 
Mr. Krawehuk drav another plan and submit it to you. When this 
is approved ve will submit a list of the materials required or 
get contract prices on completing this building according to 
our plans and sp ecifications. I fesl the latter method would 
be better, as we vould know where we were at, in place of under- 
taking the work on 4 day labor basis. 


We could either complete this building by contracting 
the work and we supplying the material, or have 8 contractor 
supply the material and complete the work. You might let me 
know which method you feel is the best. 


I am attaching herewith & rough sketeh, showing the 
recreation room whieh will be practically three feet lower 
than the balance of the pbuilding, on a cement floor.

In reply I beg to enclose 4a sketch map of what I consider the 
most suitable property of which I know for school purposes. it is 
known as the Cummings property and has to be sold this summer. Mr. 


™,A.Newman, Portage la Prairie, Man., is the sole executor. The 


portion South of the Canadiam Northerm Railway contains about 60 


acres, is exellent soil, plenty of good water and on it a school 
could be built facing Cresent Lake almost opposite the Provincial 
Training School. The balance of this 210 acres is badly cut up by 
» different railways. Mr. Newman can sell it to the different 
Pus which it is adjoining at $75 per acre. The property is e 
“breed seript and is,therefore, long and narrow. 

The 60 acres South of the C.N.R. which would be most desirable 
for school purposes can be purchased at $85.06 per acre. It is one 
and a half miles from the Post Office which is regarded as the 
center of the city. 

It is considered very suitable property om which to build a 
school for the following reasons: 1- The children could walk te 
Kaox Presbyterian church and Sundey School. 2- It is on the road 
which leads to the Long Plain Reserve and parents coming to the city 
could easily see their children. S It is only abeut a mile and a 
heif from Parish Lot Ne. 14. where many of the Sioux Indians have 
decided to reside in the future. 4— We would be nearer the Sioux 


Village than we are at present. 
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There is a small triangle # A. of three acres, ovned by 
Mr. Lee who is married to a Miss Cummings’ and as the buildings 
on it are of very little value , no doubt it could be bought 
at a very reasonable price. A better location for a building 
than this triangle could hardly be imagined. 

If ene was to purchase land anywhere within three miles 
of the center of the city it would cest from $60.00 to $75.00 
per acre. The residential portion of the city must move along 


Cresent Road te the West. They will never go North on account 


of the Railways, The Provincial Parm cuts off the East, The 
Yard 
Cresent Lake cuts off the South. In wenty, thie Cummings 


property will be worth from $500.00 to $1000.00 per acre. It % 
three quarters of a mile from good residences on Cresent Road 
at present. 

South and West of the city is the most suitable location 
for our work. North and East takes us away from it. 

I shall try and get the prices of other property 
in the meantime.

At the time the Department purchased the property for 
the Indian School ,it was impossible to get any more land adjoin- 
ing the present property at a price anything as low as was paid for 
the Cumming's estate. The only person who owned land adjoining the 
school was Mr. Bdward Stacey. Since then his health has failed and 
he now wishee to see the 47 acres marked on the sketch may (Demon- 
stration Farm) and also the 28 acres west of the property on which 
the school is built. It could be purchased at a very reasonable 
price now, but if it is sold to the farmers on the West whose land 
it is adjoining it wi]l be difficult to agein secure it. 

The Deomnstration Farm is in an excellent state of culti- 
vation and is fenced with a fence similar to the one around the 
school property. The 28 acres is also in a good state of fertili- 
zation and has a good fence around it. 

I think that the Department should be informed about this 
land being up for sale as there will Likelynever be a better opp- 
ortunity of securing it. Bach time the Grand Jury visite the 
sehool they strongly recommend more land. I enclose two different 
reports from the Grand Jury. 

I am also enclosing a rough sketch map of the property 
for sale showing ite position in regard to the school property.

MAY IT PIBASE YOUR LORDSHIF 


We, the Grand Jury of the Cen$ral Judicial District of 


Province of Manitoba for the Fall Acsizes, heg leave to submit 


following report:- 

We have haé@ under our consideration ten indictments 

all of which we returned true bills. 

Aecoréing to your instructions we have visited 

various public buildings and report thereupon as follows: 
The Court House. 

We have been pleased to find that the Court House 
has been genovated throughout and fitted up with modern 
electric fittings and wiring; The Judge's Chamber and Fetit 
Jury Room have het lavatories inetalled an@ telephones have 
been placed in the room of the Crown Prosecutor and also for 
the accomodation of the public. 

We think it might improve the Court Room particularly 
with regard to acoustic qualities and ventilation if it were 
rve-arranged 30 that the Judge might face south and the public 
enter and take their seats from two aisles, proceeding from 
south to North. 

The Provincial Gaol. 

We cannot speak too highly of the excellent effects 
the gaol produced upon us. The prisoners number at present 17, 
including one female, and their general spperance reflects the 
highest eredit upon the gaol staff. The ventilation in the 
lower cell room is somewhat defective and we woul4 recgomend 
that the cella be moved into the part which ie used at present 
as a chapel. é 
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We notice in the engine room tieir is no railing 
to protect the workmen or the public from falling among the 
pumps an? for their safety this should be done at once. The 
wooden fence paftly surrounding the eaol yard is rather an 
eye sore. We recommend that it be removed and replaced with 
a fence rather more in keeping with the reset of the premisets 
One commendable new foature 4e the root house in which are 
atored im safety against the frost enough vegetables raised by 
the prisoners themselves in the raol garden to last the entire 
institution through the winter, in adéition to which gardening 
there have been nearly three thoveand hours labor of the prie- 
oners spent in various public works. 

The Hospital. 

We were conducted through this institution by the 
Matron and fini it excellent in every particular so far as 
we were able to judge. The patients number 24, 11 malepand 
13 female, and a staff altogether number 16, including two 
graduate nurses. 

The Industr&al School. 

We spent a gooddeal cf time in thie institution which 
appears to be making excellent progress uader Mr. MeKinnon and 
staff, in turniny out men fit to take their place worthily in 
the world. We examined the excellent stables, the school room, 
and all the various departments in the main building and founé 
them all very satisfactory. We nétice the blackemith shop hes 
been discontinued and resonmond that this ve re-opened and the 
plackemith work of all public buildings sent to this shop to be 
done. The bedrooms for the staff here are very inadequate and 
bear no comparison with those in the Indian School. There is 
certainly some reason here for re-arranrenent ani no lack of room 
The sattle ere well eared for but we think it might be more ia 
keeping with the excellence of the institution if they were im- 
proved and made mors typical of the breed represented. We also 


think that e comereial teacher should be permenently employed 
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fe 


and thie course taught which should ensble the bogs to take a 
satisfactory place in dDusinese circles, We were pleasantly 
surprised to learn that the farm connected with the Home had 
raised over $20,000.00 worth of produce and are glad to call 
your Lordship's attention to this excellent record. The baser 
ment of the stable ie filled with scores of tons of sugar beets, 
potatoes, and other garden produces 

The number of inmates is at present 64 and the ateaff 
numbere®2. The farm in connection iscomposed of about 300 
acrene 

The Indian School. 

Thie is another institution which merite the highest 
praise. ‘The superintendent, Mr. Hendry, informed us thet he is 
the only man living in the building and that all the manuak 
labor is preformed by the boys and girls under his charge who 
number altogether 76, that ie 30 boys and 46 girls. 

The children are apparently quite at home and quite 
ahbppy, and their excellence of their technical work and the 
progress in education they have shown is 4 sufficient warrant 
for the continued support of this Branch of Indian Affaires 

we strongly recommend that the small farm in connection 
be inereased by 26 acres afijoinging, which we understand can now 
be purchased gt a satiafactory price. ‘This would be a purchase 
which would soon );ay for its self as there ie ample help to 
work it. 

The Home for Incurablese 

This is an excellent inetitution algo and the devotion 
of the nurses and attendants under most trying cireumstances is 
altogee@her admirable. It would be a libel to state that the 
world was getting worse when such institutions are provided 
and maintained by public charity to eare for feeble minded and 
infirm persons. The buildings are sorupulously elean and well 


gared for and in Mr. O'Brien, the Superintendent, we feel that 
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the Government has a very effecient and cepable officer. 
The O14 People’s Home. 

What has been said of the Home for Incurables is no 
less true of the 014 People's Home. It was a pleasure to 
inspect this institution and the cleanly, cheerful and even 
happy 014 people should give a lesson in contentment to any 
observant visitor. The petiente’boen Romer number 335, and 
the staff 38. The farm in connection is opmposed of about 
$00 geres, all of which is respectfully submitted.

With reference to Mr. Inspector Jackson's remarks 
as to the need for more land for the Portage la Prairie 
Boarding school I beg to say that that they have now 56 
acres, 411 under cultivation, except four acres occupied 
by the buildings and playgrounds, They have 20 additional 
acres adjoining the school property under lease and cropped, 
They have implements for a farm of 160 acres, and, if the 


Department could see its Way clear to buy the adjoining 


100 acres, it could be used to great advantage. 

Mr, Jackson states that the land referred to 
could be bought for $100.00 an acre and he recommends the 
purchase at an early date.

I have your letter of 20th inst. 
What | was referring to in my letter to you was the com- 
mission on the purchase of the property. I know in 
previous cases the Department have allowed me a commission 
where they have asked me t@ purchase property for them, and 
other people here have been allowed similar commissions. 
1 took it for granted that when the Government asked me 
te negotiate with Stacey and purchase the property for 
them, that they expected to pay me some commission for 
purchasing. Certainly the commission on the purchase is 
not covered im any way by the tariff issued by the Depart- 
ment of Justice. It only applies to strictly legal fees 
in connection with the searching of the title, etc. Our

Your letter of the 3rd to hand re efforts of the Non-concurr- 
ing to secure control of the Portage la Prairie School. 


fhe first hint I got on the matter was from Mr. Inspector Jno. 
R. Bunn of Winnipeg. I was in his office about a month ago and learned 
that Mre. Judge Robinson bad been consulting with Mr- Bunn as to which 
school they should ask for and he advised her strongly to center on Por- 
tage as it was by far the best school. Mr. Bunn ig an Anglican but his 
sympathies are EVERLASTINGLY Presbyterian. Somehow or other he thought 
me an Anti and opened up by tedling me that he had a visit from my friend 
Mre. Judge Robinson but later when he found that I was United all talk on 
the matter ended. 


Mr. Indian Agent Ogletree openly told me that the Presbyterians 
told him that they were putting in & cleim for Portage school, and that 
Mr. Paterson, Manitoba organizer, was going to take the matter up with 
Commissioner Graham of Regina. whey &lso said that if they did not get 
the School they would not take the Sioux Village. 


No matter whet is done in Regina every detail will have to go 
to Ottawa and come before the Deputy Minister, DeC. Scott, and the 
question of where are their children to fill the school will be the de- 
ciding factor. Only six children from the Sioux villege are in school 
and there are 96 on the roll and five of these are children of United 
people, as they signed up for the United Church, One only is Presby- 
terien, and they have no territory that could be used to help the school. 


their case looks absolutely ridiculous. 


Mr. Me2herson, MeP. is United, was former Methodist but I do 
not know him very well. I fancy that when the Department look into 
the case they would see the impossibility. If it went we would build 

aday school at Long Plain reserve and all the recruiting ground would 
be cut off. 


Ottawa should be conversant with the situation so as to be 
ready should it come up. 


You are perfectly right about Commissioner vraham. I think 
that all the workers would welcome @ return to the old system when we 
had inspectors and dealt with the Uepartment at Ottawa more direct and 
to have the Regina office abolished. It was established over the head 
of the War Cry Greater Production Movement and I am sure the work would 
be carried on better if we were more closely in touch with Ottawa.

By this mail you will receive my letter in 
regard to the division of Home Mission Properties. 


I am particularly anxious that you should 
get a copy of my letter of January 10th to Dr. Grant 
and a copy of his letter to me dated January 12th, 
from which you will observe that a clear understanding 
was reached. 


I have a letter today from W.A. Hendry, 
Principal of the Portage La Prairie School, part of 
Which reads as follows: 


"This is just a note to ut you wise if you have 
not already received a hint about it. The Antis are 
trying to get Portage school through the Department. 
The work, from reports which I have received, is 
being carried on between Commissioner Graham and Mr. 
Patterson,the Manitoba Organizer for the antis. One 
of course needs to just keep a sharp eye on the matter 
as it cannot go very far before it must come before 
the Department at Ottawa and then it can he handled 
by our people. 


"Here are a few facts it might be well to have ready 
etc. We have 99 pupils on the roll and one only is the 
child of a non-aoncurring parent. There are seven of 
the 99 children from the Sinox Village which was allo- 
cated to them and six of these children signed to stay 
with the United Church and still declare that they will 
Continue with us. Their claim fur the school must rest 
on one pupil out of 99 and it is not a large claim to 
say the least. 


"Kindly let me know if you have had any word of this. 
I got it from two sources,both reliable, but of sourse 
it may bot be determined enough to go all the way, but 
it is better to be ready." 


I trust that this is only a rumour. I am quite sure 
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that Dr. Grant knows nothing about it, and in the light of 
the definite agreement he made with me, and in view of the 
letter he has written me, I am aure that a move of this 
kind will not have his approval.

I beg to acknowledge the receipt of the Department's 
h, No. 127-1-9. re~the widening of the road to the 
Portage la Prairie Municipality. 

I am enclosing a sketch map from which you will gee that the 
fromtage required by the Municipality is 129 rods and the area required 
258 sq rods or nearly two scres. 

Bighty rods of this frontage is of the very best No 9 wire fence 
nine strands high with seven inch cedar posts and 12inch corner and gate 
posts set in cement, The East 49 rods is only an average fence but the corner 

Lp gate posts are 12 inch set> in cement; One could not use thie wire again 
and make a fence like the one we have . It would have to be built mmm up 
as it was in the first place, I am getting an estimate on the cost of 
replacing the fence and will forward 1 to you as goon as it reaches me, 

The culberts seven of them would have to be replaced which would 
cost some $70.00 

There is the old house which is surrounded with very nice trees 
and the ones in front of the house would be cut away and the house would 
be only 12 fect from the fence and an eye sore, This house is valuable 
in case of an epidemic or small Pox or similar disease and for the looks 
of the place would have to be moved if the road was put through, The value 
of tearing it down and replacing it in a better place would amount to about 
$800,00 

If we are to have as good a fence as we had it will have to be put 
up by ourselves and have the money paid to the Department as one will have 
little controle of things if the Municipality construct the fence, Also 
the fence should be replaced before they start work so as not to 
inconvenience the school with their work. 

The price we paid for the land was $130.00 per acre but this is a 
small matter compared with the difficulties in getting to work while this 
road is being constructed,

Dear Mr. Hoey: 


I am writing to you for instruction in the 
procedure to be adopted in dealing with a case of a serious 
nature. 

Mary Atkinson (the daughter of Bitt Atkinson 
#252 of Roseau Indian Reserve) was allowed home for the hol- 
idays on the first of July this year in the care of her 
parents. I visited the reserve on the 30th day of August and 
was informed by the Farm Instructor (Mr. J.C. Scott) that the 
parents of Mary nad married her to an indian of Warroad in 
U.S.A. 

The marriage is, I understand, a so called 
Indian marriage. I have checked up the age of this child and 
find that the father received the first payment for Mary in 
the treaty payments in nineteen twenty four 1924 a notation 
in the book stating "Girl born". Mary was enrolled in the 
Portage-la-Prairie school on the 16th of August and the age 
given was 7 years. This was in the year 1941. 


T have discussed this with the local Agent Mr. 
Waite, and with the Mounted Police. It is my desire to lay 
information against the father Bitt Atkinson and the Indian 
Edward Blackbird of Warroad, U.S.A. The father was well aware 
that Mary was under age. 


The case is complicated by the fact that Black- 
bird is a United States Indian. This difficulty is by no means 
4nsurmountable. I shall be glad if you would take up this 
serious case with the Headquarters of the Mounted Police in 
Ottawa and ask them to forward instructions to the Serjeant 
in charge at Portage-la-Prairie.

I desire to acknowledge receipt of your letter 
of the first instant and to thank you for the information 
contained therein. It would appear from the records 
that the above noted pupil was enrolled at the Portage 
Residential School and that later an application was sent 
forward to the Department asking for the approval of her 
admission. 


The admission of this girl was not approved 
for the simple reason that the agent intimated that she 
was the child of an American Indian, that her father had 
been put off the Swan Lake reserve and that, in view of 
the number of our own Indians who were eligible for 
admission, the claim of this girl for admission should 
not be considered. It would appear that the Indian 
agent had the ression that because this sirl was the 
child of an American Indian she was somehow or other 
ineligible for admission. Just how he received this 
impression I am not in a position to state. 


In view of the fact that this girl is now 
ll years old and has been attending the day school 
regularly and has reached an age when she can be useful 
to her mother, I am not at all sure that she will be 
anxious to enroll at the residential school now, nor am 
I sure that it would be advisable to admit her at this 
comparatively late date. This is a matter however that 
can be discussed by you and the Indien agent. Any 
joint. recommendation you may care to make will be care- 
fully and sympathetically considered by the Department.

A few weeks ago the Reverend Joseph Jones 

im a letter to the Department intimated that children of 
american Indians who may heve established residence on 
Indian reserves in Canada from time to time are ineligible 
for enrolment at our residential schools. In view of 
this fact he was of the opinion that legal proceedings 
shovld be instituted against an American Indian who had 
lived for a time with a young Indian girl, formerly a 
ova at the Portage School, but who later sent this girl 

ek to her parents on the Rosseau reserve. In an attempt 
to substantiate his eontention, the Principal of the 
Fessege la Prairie School referred to the case of Laura 
Onedides of the Swan Lake reserve. In my reply to the 
Principal I stated: 


"I was somewhat surprised and disturbed 
at your reference to Laura Onesides of the Swan 
Lake reserve. It has never been the policy of 
the Department so far as IT am aware to deny 
illegitimate children admission to residential sch 
schools simply because the putative father was 
— to be an American citizen. If such & 

g was given by the Department, I should like 

to have the exact date of the letter and any 
other information you may care to send forward". 


The Principal has now sent forward copies of 
two letters, dated December 6, 1935, and September 6, 1938, 
received by him from you, in one of which you state that 
"the application of this girl to the Portage la Prairie 
School has not been approved by the Department." In your 
letter dated September 6, 1958, you state: "In reply I 
have to advise that as this girl is non-treaty, regulations 
do not permit her entering © residential sehool as a grant- 
earning pupil". 


The records indicate that this girl was refused 
admission and that this refusal was based on & recommend- 
ation contained in a letter received by the Department 
— you, dated November 27, 1935. In this letter you 
state: 

"This girl - Laura Onesides - is the daughter 
of an Americen National who was removed from the 
Swan Lake reserve some years &g0- I do not 
recommend the admittance of this girl as the school 
ean be readily filled by children of treaty Indians. 
The mother is paid under ticket 116".

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The Acting Superintendent of Indian Education 
in his reply dated December 3, 1935, stated in part: 


"In view of the information given in 
your letter, the Department is not prepared 
to approve the admission of this girl, and 
you should so inform the Principal". 


The Department has of course the right to admit 
or refuse admission to pupils applying for enrolment at 
residential schools at time. In reaching decisions 
however we are usually guided by the recommendations of 
our Indian agents. is particular pupil - Laura 
Onesides - was refused admission to the Portage School 
on your recommendation and not because she was the child 
of an American Indian and certainly not because she was 
non-treaty. This is the point I want to emphasize. 


You are probably aware that there is a statutory 
provision in the United States Immigration Act, whereby 
Canadian Indians are admitted to the United States, despite 
immigration and quota laws that may exist from time to time. 
A great many Canadian Indians take advantage of this 
opportunity in an attempt to secure employment. Canadian 
Indians seeking entry to the United States have never, so 
far as I am aware, been refused admission. In actual 
practice the Canadian Government follows the same procedure 
although we have no statutory provision granting American 
Indians free right of entry to this country. No American 
Indian, so far as I am aware, has ever been refused admis-~ 
sion, although an American Indian with a criminal record 
or suffering from a contagious disease would no doubt 
be refused admission to this country. 


You can readily grasp therefore the significance 
of this ruling. If we deny the children of American 
Indiens access to our educational institutions, it would 
be only rational to suppose that the Americans would deny 
educational opportunities to Canadian Indians residing in 
the United States. 


It is fortunate in this case that there is an 
Indian day school on the Swan Lake reserve and that this 
girl has been in attendance at this school, If this had 
net been the case she would in all probability have grown 
up in illiteracy. The returns indicate that she has been 
attending this school regularly and is now 11 years of 
age. It is just possible, in view of her age and her 
usefulness to her mother, that she may not be anxious to 
enroll at the residential school. This is a case that 


should be discussed vy you with the Principa] of the 


Portage School and all misunderstandings relating thereto

I ean readily appreciate the 
difficulty the police would experience in securing 
evidence to prove thet an offence had been comnitted 
in Canada. think I reminded you in one of ny 
preceding letters that I had a great deal of exper- 
ience in handling such cases over a period of four 
or five yeers in the province of Manitoba. ty 
experience was that it was almost impossible to 
secure a conviction in these cases. I heartily agree 
with you, however, thet the difficulties of the case 
should not deter you from taking action. I regret 
that there does not appear to be closer cooperation 
in such matters between the Department here and the 
Department of Indian Affairs in the United States. 
Tkere is nothing on file here to indicate that such 
eases have been referred at any time to the United 
States authorities.

Dear Mr Waite,- 
I have a report from Doctor Gampbell of Dynevor 
Hospital stating that John Swain and Clifford Johnnie are making 
good progress and will probably be discharged in the course of a few 
months. I think it will be disastrous for John to send him home 
when he comes out of hospital, however it is out of my hands now 
that the Department have ruled that he must be discharged. 

In @lifford Johnnies case may I point out that the report 
from the Doctor states " The Tuberculosis in his chest is not serious 
and a few months stay will probably be sufficient " This boys father, 
Ben Johnnie, is a bad tubercular cese and therefore it would not be 
advisable to return the boy home upon discharge from hospital, 

If Clifford is an arrested case I do not see why he could not be 
returned to school, 

In reference to Tony Cameron 192, If the parfents will 
give consent and the Department will approve I would like to see 
Tony go on to high school, he is above the average in ability and 
would make good use of his advanced training. 

John Smith 193 . 1 will ask for his discharge in the 
September quarter. The Senior pupils who are to be discharged should 
remain in sehool to help with the work, the farm work is just at 
its busiest time, row crop work, haying and harvest. I think it is 
only right that these pupils who have received all the benéfits of 
school life should help the younger pupils in this way. 


Re-Clifford Johnnies Case. ‘The discharge form was filled 
out here to indicate what disposition had been made of this boy. This 
should not have been done on the discharge form but on:the return 


sheet. 1t is evidently our mistake here and I am sure the Department 
will allow the boy to be returned to school upon the Doctor's 


recommerdation.

search for them in my own car. The Police are patroling the 
highways nightly and it seems to me they are the logical people 
to inform. 1 did not ask them to broadcast the truancy of the 
boys and I did not know they hed done so until you informed me 
by your letter. 

The boys turned up on their own Reserve at Roseau 
I asked if the police could secure them and return them to the 
school. 

I have been in charge here over six years and 
before that at Ahousaht B.C. at both these schools truancy has 
been very rare, if you will look up the records you will find 
thet in these more than twelve years this is the first item of 
expense for truancy you have been asked to pay, I shall bepleased 
to pay the account myself and thus keep the slate clean, 

In reference to the popalerity of the School may 
I point out that I do not have to ask for pupils, they are brought 
here by the parents and + have alweys had a waiting list. At 
present I have seven over the number of grant earning pupils, 
similar conditions prevailed at Ahouseht. I have no desire to 
have the rare cases of truancy broadoest, it was done without my 
knowledge or consent. 

These ere very restless times, the senior boys 
and girls sense the unrest andwant to get into the centres where 
the soldiers are stationed, they hear stories of the"thrilling " 
times that the girls who heve graduated from our schools are 
having at the army centres. The boys hear stories fran the Indian 
boys who are in the army and want to have the same kind of 
freedom from restraint.

George Daniels No.191 Long 
Plain Band, filled out an application 
dated March 17th 1937, making request 
that his daughter Lena (Patsy) be admitted 
to the Portage Indian Residential School. 


The child at that time was 2 years 
and 3 months old. Department letter 127-1-10 
October 11 th 1937 would not permit the ad- 
mission of the child until she was of age 
to be placed in a residential school. The 
Reverend Principal took pity on the child, 
as her mother was dead and the father rarely 
at home on the reserve, and took her into 
school without authority. The child has 
been in school since that date practically 
one of Mr.Jones family while she was very 
young. The father returned to the reserve 
from the United States last spring and 
makes request that Lena be placed ina 
Roman Catholic school as she was baptised 
by a Priest during the summer recess. 


The Reverend Principal feels that 
the Indian is being very unfair and I en- 
close herewith a letter received from Mr. 
Jones also a letter signed by George Daniels 
in which he makes request that the child be 
placed in a Catholic School. This was for- 
warded to me by the Reverend Father Lemire, 
Principal of the Sandy Bay Residential School.

Dear Mr. Crerar: 


I have been requested by several good 
farmers of the Portage District to ask you if it 
would be possible to grant leave of absence from 
school of the older children in the Industrial (Indian) 
School at Portage la Pra irie. I am informed that many 
of these children, both boys and girls, are fairly 
mature and able to perform heavy duty on the farm. 
It appears that they cannot leave school unless they 
obtain a Government permit. Now it may be that the 
permit would have to come through the United Church 
which institution I: believe has charge of the adminis- 
tration of this particular Indian School. You will 
know the proper procedure in such cases. I think my- 
self the move would be very popular and I think these 
children would be tickled to death to help the farmers 
produce food during these wartimes. The order would be 
better if it allowed these boys and girls to participate in 
the seeding operations but if that is impossible the move 
should come as soon as it can be arranged.
